| LEGISLATIVE NCIDENTS.—In the 
Senate yesterday quite a lengthy debate 


took place over the bill in favor of Jno. 
G. Williams, Esq., of this city, which 
bill was finally referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. This bill contemplates 
transferring to Mr. Williams any legal 
right the State may havein the 8,000 
acres of land purchased iu Harnett 
county in 1868 by the State as part of 
the intended Penitentiary tract, for the 
payment of which the State’ issued one 
hundred $1,000 bonds, 56 of these bonds 
being sold to Mr. Williams tor $28,000, 
which bonds Mr. Williams still hold, 
The argument is that the said bonds 
having been declared illegal by the 
Supreme Court, and the only actual 
monies having been paid by Mr. Wil- 
liams, the State investing only the said 
bonds, Mr. Williams was entitled, so far 
as the State was concerned, to all 
interest it may have in said lands, It 
will be remembered by the reader 
that the purchase of this land 
by the State trom Mr. J.D. Pruyn cre- 
ated considerable comment and feeling 
in the State at the time, but the public 
had lost sight of the matter until thus 
reproduced. From the tenor of the dis- 
cussion yesterday, it would seem that 
the Legislature intended yielding the 
State’s claims, if any it has, to Mr. Wil 

liams, as he is the only actual sufferer 
from the transaction. The land is 
probably not worth $1 per acre. 

During the consideration in the Sen- 
ate yesterday of a question concerning 
the pulling down of certain wooden 
houses in Goldsboro, Harris, of Wake, 
urged that the doing of this might 
inflict some hardships upon the poorer 
classes. Mr. Humphrey informedfhim 
thatthe bill contemplated no such 
thing, and that the will was presented 
by a gentleman belonging to the same 
party as Harris. The latter replied, 
“He had not speken in a party sense, 
nor did he acknowledge that every bill 
coming from the Republican side was 
right—the Republican party had done 
many foolish things within the last few 
years,” 

A rather amusing spat took place in 
the Senate during the consideration of 
a bill vesterday incorporating the 
* Scuppernong” Navigation and Transs 
portation Company. Mr. Ellis, of 
Columbus, good humored!y wanted to 
know what effect this bill would have 
upon the “scuppernong” interests of Eas- 
tern Carolina, if 1t would enhance or 
decrease the value of scuppernong wine, 
and if it was intended for boats to be 
navigated in rivers of this delightful 
beverage? Mr. Cunningham hoped the 
“transportation fee” (the $25 required 
by law) would be paid in scuppernong. 
The bill passed unanimously.

OLINA. 


SENATE. 


Jan. 21st, 1873. 


Senate called to order at 11 o’clock, 
Lieut, Governor Brogden in the chair. 

Prayer by the Rev. Dr. Mason, of this 
city. 

Journal of yesterday was read and ap- 
proved. 


The Chair appointed as select com- 
mittee to prepare and report a revision 
of the incorporation laws, chapter ie 
of 1871 and 72, Messrs. Murphey, or- 
wood, Merrimon, Grandy and Harris. 

Mr. Stilley presented a petition from 
N. L. Thornton, of Beaufort, to be al- 
allowed to sell liquor within one mile 
of a church, except upon church days, 
Referred. 

Mr. Stilley, from Committee on 
Enrolled Bills, Mr. Cowles, from Com- 
mittee on Internal Improvements, Mr. 
Scott, from Judiciary Committee, Mr. 
Flemming, from same Committee, Mr. 
Avera, from Committee on Propositions 
and Grievances, Mr. Gudger, from 
Judiciary Committee, Mr. Dunham, 
from same Committee, Mr. Worth, from 
Committee on Finance, Mr. Merrimon, 
from Judiciary Committee, Mr. Nor- 
wood, from Select Committee on State 
Debt, made reports. 

Mr. Avera, moved that the bill to 
make a new county out of Granville, 
Warren and Franklin, to be called Gil- 
liam county, be made the special order 
for Tuesday, the 4th of February. The 
Committee on Propositions and 
Grievances reported unfavorubly on the 
said bill. 

Several messages from the House, one 
requesting the Senate to concur in the 
appointing of a joint committee to in- 
vestigate certain charges against Patrick 
McGowan, keeper of the capital, of 
appropriating public property. The 
Senate concurred. 

Message from the House transmitting 
a message from the Governor concern» 
ing the sale of the Western North Caro- 
lina Railroad. Referred to Joint Select 
Committee on the sale of the said 
Road. 

Mr. Seymour, a bill to amend chapter 
185, acts of 1869-’70. Referred. 

Mr. Humphrey, a bill for the relief of 
Mike Woods, ot Wayne, to allow him 
to collect back taxes. Reterred. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, a bill to 
prevent destruction of timber, making 
it a misdemeanor for persons to disturb 
timber upon another person’s land. Re- 
ferred. 

Mr. Troy, an act to change the line 
between the counties of Cumberland 
and Bladen. Referred. . 

Mr. Nicholson, a bill to allow certain 
real estate to be redeemed within twelve 
months after being sold. Reterring to 
schools, churches, &c. Referred. 

Mr. Nicholson. a resolution for the 
relief of Jno. J. Hasty, Sheriff of Union 
county—that he be relieved o: the 2 per 
cent. per month imposed for having 
failed to make collectionsin time. Re- 
ferred. 

Mr. Troy, a bill to incorporate the 
Merchant’s Bank of Fayetteville. Re- 
ferred. 

Mr. Cunningham moved that the 
special order for the protection of life 
and property upon ruilroads be placed 
upon calendar. Adopted. 

The special order to incorporate the 
Edgecombe Fema!e Seminary was 
placed upon calender at the request of 
Mr. Troy. 

Mr. Waring moved, under a suspen- 
sion of the rules, that the bill to incor- 
porate the City Hall Company, of Char- 
lotte, be recommitted. Adopted. 

Mr. Stilley, a resolution relating to 
assets of the Board of Education. 
Adopted. 

The bill relating te the Neuse River 
Ferry Company, was taken up. This 
bill restricts the charges of said Com- 
pany. Passed its third reading by 29 
ayes, 3 nays. 

Epps, col., under a suspension of the 
rules, called up bill relating to the 
laying a special tax in the county of 
Halitax. To authorize the Commission- 
ers of said county to levy a specia! tax 
not to exceed $8,000. Passed its sec- 
ond reading by 29 ayes, 6 nays. 

Mr. Nicholson, under a suspensions of 
the rules, called up bill relating to the 
Western North Carolina Railroad. The 
said bill instructs the Joint Committee 
on said Road to examine into the legal- 
ity of the bonds of said Road. 

Mr. Flemming, from Committee, said 
the Committee had now under con:ide- 
ration all the questions bearing upon 
the sale of this Road, and would report 
in a few days. 

Me. Merrinion could see no good in 
giving them instructions. 

Mr. Waring moved to lay the matter 
upon the table, Lost. 

Mr. Nicholson hoped the resolution 
would be adopted; it was a matter in 
which his people felt deeply interested, 
ag they strongly opposed the sale of the 
said Road. Resolution adopted. 

The bill concerning the town of 
Goldsboro, authorizing the Commis- 
sioners to prevent the erection of wood. 
en buildings in certain portions of said 
town, and to pull down others, was put 
upon its third reading. 

Harris, col., thought the right to 
pull down houses might inflict much 
hardship upon the poorer classes of the 
people. He would urge no objections, 
however.

OBSTACLES TO IMMIGRATION— 
HINTS TO THE LEGISLATURE. 

A Southern gentleman of intelligence 
and high character, who is now in Liv- 
erpool, has written an interesting letter 
to the Dary News, which will be 
found in our columns this morning, 
giving some of the causes that have 
retarded immigration to the South, and 
showing how the mischief may, to scme 
extent at least, be remedied by our- 

selves. 

It will be seen from this communica- 
tion that two of the main causes that 
have operated to keep the tide of Euro 
pean immigration from the Sovth are, 
first, our own inactivity and want of 
zeal in the cause, and secondly, the 
falsehoods that have been circulated 
against our scction, its people, its cli- 
mate, its resources, its manners, &., by 
interested or prejudiced persons. 

Canada and many ot the Northern 
States have their agents upon the spot, 
prepared to give all neediul information 
concerning the sections they respectively 
represent. It is to the interest of these 
agents to misrepresent and abuse the 
South, and to keep foreigners in ignor- 
ance of the advantages and rich re- 
sources of the Southern States. Thus 
the minds of the immigrants are pois- 
oned against us at the start, and we 
should no longer wonder it the small 
number who settle in our midst. The 
wonder rather is that any couid be 
found who, in the face of the persistent 
falsehoods and misrepresentations of our 
enemies, could summon courage to 
brave the dangers of Southera society 
and the diseases incident to Southern 
climate ! 

We direct the attention of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature to the practical 
hints contained in ZetTa’s letter, as to 
the mauner in which some of the ob- 
stacles to Southern immigration may Le 
removed. 

It is necessary that the advantages 
North Carolina presents to immigrants 
be known and published abroad. It is 
necessary that official statements con- 
cerning our soil, climate, productions 
and undeveloped resources, be placed 
where they can be of service in en- 
lightening the minds of foreigners, who 
may desire authentic information on the 
subject. 

Before we can expect the tide of im- 
migration to turn Southward, we must 
have active, reliable agents abroad, 
armed with the necessary documents to 
meet the slanders of our enemies, and to 
vindicate, by facts and figures compiled 
by the highest sources, the claims that 


our State has upon all who are in tearch 
of delightful climate and contented 
homes. 


FEDERAL JURIES. 


We notice that the resolution of the 
North Carolina Legislature, asking for 
achange in the manner of drawing 
jurors inthe Federal Court, has been 
presented in the United States Senate 
by Mr. Pool, and referred to the Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

Under the present mode of picking 
jurors, the Marshal has it in his power 
to sclect exclusively his political parti- 
sans, and is thus enabled to prostitute 
the ends of justice for party purposes. 

We have, as we think, successfully 
shown that this manner of picking 
jurors in this &tate is illegal. The act 
of Congress on the subject, requires the 
Marshal to conform to the State law, 
that is, to form the juries according to 
the method that may obtain in the 
Courts of that State in which the 
Federal Court may be sitting. In the 
States which require the Sheriffs to 
select such qualified jurors as they may 
think proper in their Superior or other 
Courts of record, the Marshal is allowed 
and required to make selection of 
Federal jurors in like manner; but in 
States where the Sheriffs do not select 
the jury, but where the law requires the 
jury to be chosen by lot, the Marshal is 
required tu conform to the same method, 
that is, the jurors must be drawn by iot, 
and not picked by the Marshal. 

We do not believe there has been a 
lawful Federal jury in North Carolina 
since the method of picking was adopted 
by the Federal Court. We trust the 
matter wil! claim the early attention of 
Congress. It is highly important that 
the Marshal be deprived of the danger 
ous power which he has assumed under 
the direction of the Court, of dictating 


and controlling the political character 
of the jury. 


THE ONLY GRUMBLERS, 

The proclamation of President Grant 
forbidding Federal appointees to hold 
State offices, seems to mect with general 
approval by all parties except those im- 
mediately concerned. The Radical 
office holders who are also reaping the 
honors and emoluments of some position 
under the State Governments, are the 
on'y persons who have sent up any 
growls of dissatisfaction on account of 
the action of the President. These 
individuals cling to office with the tenas 
city of grim death, and surrender the 
spoils with unfeigned reluctance. How- 
ever, there 1s no alternative left them 
but to retire with the best grace possible 
from thefr State offices, unless perchance 
these should Lappen to be more profit- 
abic than the Federal appointments,and 


in that event, they will of course vacate 
the latter. 


ANOTHER HORSE 
Since the disappearance of the epi- 

zooty, a new horse disease has appeared 

in New York, which is causing consid, 

erable alarm. This disease is supposed 

to owe its urigin to the former, and is 

much more fatal in its effects. Horses 

scemingly in good health, when attack- 

ed with it suddenly fall down as if. 
smitten with appoplexy. They almost 

invariably die in a few hours. 

The horses that haye thus far 

been attacked have been found to be 

those who suffered most with the former 

epidemic,and consequently it is thought 
that the seeds of the old disease left in 


the system have caused _ this second 
novel and disastrous malady. 


WRONG CREDIT. 

Our esteemed cotemporary, the South- 
ern Home, in its last issue gives the 
Wilmington Journal credit fer one of 
our editorials, headed “ Reeking with 
Corruption.” 

Such mistakes will sometimes occur, 
and are almost unavoidable. We know 


the error on the part of the Home was 
entirely unintentional.

Editor Daily News:—As you are la 
boring so earnestly and we hope also 
sucecesstully, for the early, enlarged and 
permanent prosperity of the State, 
which depends upon:a more full and 
perfect development of its resources ; 
which development is not possible with- 
out the aid and influence of immigra- 
tion; therefore, with your permission, 
we shall try to inform your readers, 
what is now going on in this country 
respecting immigration to various parts 
of America, the efferts being made by 
various agents, the difficulties to be met 
by the agents from th: South, from pre- 
judice, aud ignorance, and the means 
that should be used to overcome them, 
You well know that the great mass of 
the people of North Carolina desire 
immigration, though there are some few, 
so little informed on the subject, as 
to object to it, because some persons, 
they term paupers, might come among 
them. All intelligent citizens see the 
tide of immigration rushing with great 
foree to the States of the North and 
West, carrying with it all the time, the 
elements of national wealth, power and 
ereatness. They compare the natural 
advantages of the two sections, and are 
surprised that part of this tide does not 
flow to the South. They think they 
know the agencies employed by the 
North, aud suppose if they also print 
pamphiets, and send agents, they will 
also have an influx of labor and capital, 
but they are continually disappointed, 
they forget that for forty years or more, 
sectional fecling at the North has made 
it part of their plan to poison the Eu- 
ropean mind, and fill the immugrant 
classes with groundless prejudice 
against the South, her climate, manners, 
and especially her institutions. 

And now they have all this world of 
prejudice and ignorance to contend 
against. Wemust remove prejudice 
and enlighten ignorance before we ean 
expect to do much with immigration as 
a business, it is the work of time, but 
should be at once begun and earnestly 
prosecuted. Private enterprize can aid 
in this great undertaking, and has done 
much, but the State mnst act, by its 
Legislature, authorizing reports sent 
out respecting its resources, climate, 
industries, productions and minerals, 
as the provinces of the Dominion of 
Canada have done. Let all ever remem- 
ber that now every steamer that comes 
to this country bears letters and papers 
written and sent hither, especially to 
prevent, by all sorts of false statements 
and representations, immigrants from 
going to the South, hence her agents 
here, to successfully contradict these 
statements and vindicate her people, 
should have authoritative documents of 
the most emphatic kind, and be able to 
explain them, publicly if necessary and 
from.personal knowledge ; in other 
words, Soucherners should represent the 
Sunny South. The example of Canada 
in many respects should be followed. 
She has printed with official stamp and 
distributed great numbers of various 
kinds and sizes of pamphlets, with maps, 
setting forth every conceivable merit she 
has, in the most glowing colors, 
giving all sorts of information 
to cmigrants, and offering 200 acres of 
land, in fee simple, to every head of a 
family, and to every member thereof 
over 18 years of age, an additional 100 
acres to actual settlers, &c. Mer agents, 
their names are publishe1 in each pam- 
phiet, are very numerous all over the 
Empire, and they give assistance to all 
who desire to emigrate to Canada, and 
a great Many are going; so mapy in- 
deed, that great is the conceit of the 
Dominion people as to their future pow- 
erand greatness. This may be judged 
by an article in the Daily Post, of this 
city, from a Canadian correspondent, 
who at great length replies gravely to 
some sneer of the London Times at Can- 
ada, and says: “considering the condi- 
tions and resources of the country, bold 
as the assertion may seem, it (Canada) 
is destined to be a leading power on the 
American Continent, &c.” So you see 
she must be going ahead very fast from 
immigration to have such an idea es 
becoming a leading power, &e. What 
will Bro, Jonathan say tothis? We 
heard recently one of her influential 
citizeus say publicly, “that instead of 
Wishing to be annexed to the United 
States, it was doubtful if the Dominion 
would condescend to allow the apnexa- 
tion of any of the Northern States of 
the Union to her on any terms.” 

It is almost needless to speak of what 
the various agents of the Railway 
Companies, and States ia the West, are 
doing bere; they are known by their 
fruits, which can be seen in great 
quantities at Castle Garden, New York, 
and throughout the North and West. 
Meetings have been he!d in London to 
promote immigration, at which these 
agents spoke, each for his own State, 
but not against the others; similar ones 
are to be held here. But the largest 
number of emigrants are going to Brazil, 
In to day’s paper is this item: “To-day 
twenty-three families, one bundred and 
twenty-eight persons,  ayricultural 
laborers, leave by the St. Santa Rosa | 


there, their passages paid by Brazilian 
Consul. By cvery stcamer similar 
crowds go, and the Emperor is trying to 
get five hundred thousand. Such isthe 
exodus to Brazil that the London Times 
calls the attention of the Government 
to it, and asks that the emigrants be 
looked after relative to the treatment 
they receive and the evil suppressed, 
which may become a dark spot upon 
the glorious history of a great country 
if neglected;” it also says,“Great Britain 
has her own colonies they can go to, if 
they wish to emigrate,” &c. From the 
foregoing it can be easily understood 
what is now going onasto immigra-— 
tion to other parts of America 
except the South, to which 
only a few are going, some to Louisiana 
and Texas, and some to Virginia, but 
there is no system of union among the 
Southern States as there should be, and 
would be, if the wise suggestions of 
Gov. Walker, of Virginia, were foilowed. 
He proposed to North Carolina, Tennes- 
sce, Kentucky, and West Virginia, to 
join with Virginia, and establish cach a 
Bureau of Immigration, and unitedly 
establish agencies in Europe to distri- 
bute official documents, and to put in
